The transfer and exchange is allowed per Senate Bill (SB) 137 (Chapter 639 of the 2019 Statutes), effective October 8, 2019, which authorized the Department to allow up
to $100,000,000 of federal Local Assistance funds to be exchanged for SHA funds. The purpose of the exchange is to fund all Cycle 10 local Highway Safety Improvement Program (HSIP) projects with State and local
funds. The exchange will lead to increased efficiency for local agencies by reducing the time and resources needed to deliver the Cycle 10 HSIP projects.
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
